accounting. “Being ranked high 
means respect from recruiters 
and having more opportunities 
for job prospects.

Popular Alpine Loop 
will soon cost money

A favorite Sunday drive of many 
Utah residents will become a fee- 
based recreation area next Spring.. 

The Alpine Loop is’a scenic road 
winding from Aspen Grove, near 
Sundance, over the mountain to 
Alpine at the mouth of American 
Fork Canyon. 

It is traveled by about 490,000 vehi- 
cles each year, said Dave Hohl, recre- 
ation coordinator for the Pleasant 
Grove Ranger District of Uinta 
National Forest. 


The degradation of the road and the ~ 


environment caused by that many vis- 
itors takes a lot of money to repair. 
The fees collected by the American 
Fork Canyon Management Project 
will be used for site protection and 
preservation, staff salaries and recre- 
ational improvement projects in 
American Fork Canyon. \ 

Hohl said the National Forest, which 
is a state entity, Timpanogos Cave 
National Monument, which is a feder- 
al entity, and several other county and 
city law enforcement and rescue enti- 
ties will all join to form a partnership 
that will share the revenue. 


Entrance booths will be placed at a 


few locations on the road and travel- 
ers will be asked to pay a fee as they 
leave the area, Hohl said. 

The idea to collect fees to preserve 
the area is not new, Hohl said. - 

Cordell Roy, the superintendent at © 
Timpanogos Cave National 
Monument, said the idea has been 


around for 25 or 30 years, but nothing 
yet has been done. 

“Five public meetings were held in 
the area, and everybody recognizes 


‘ something needed to be done,” Hohl 


\ 


said. 

“We have a ‘responsibility to man- 
age the area on our current budget so 
we’ ve got to do something,” he said. 

The fee, which will likely be about 
$2 to $3 per vehicle, will raise an 
expected $400,000 per year. The fee 
amount is not concrete, Hohl said. 

Roy is excited about the implemen- 
tation of a fee to visit the area. He 
said the revenue will be used in part 
to pay for more tour guides at the 
caves. 

“The revenue will help us do a lot to 
improve the area and to protect visi- 
tors. We’re really excited about the 
opportunities,” Roy said. 

“We turn away thousands of tourists 
because we don’t have the tour guides 


to guide them. The usage fees can be 


used to pay for staff to meet the pub- 
lic desire to provide tours,” Roy said. 

Roy said he also hopes the funding 
will help make improvements in 
American Fork Canyon such as the 
construction of trails, parking lots and 
restrooms. : 

The U.S. Congress is allowing the 
National Park Service, the Bureau of 
Land Management and two other 
land management agencies to con- 
duct the fee project. Two hundred 
recreation areas or national parks 
around the country are starting to 
implement the fee collection and 
local retention project.

WIXOM, Mich. — A man dressed “like Rambo” and car- 
rying an AK-47 shot his way into a Ford plant Thursday, 
killing a manager and wounding three other people as he 
sprayed gunfire through the building and then outside at a 


highway. 


The gunman was arrested after hiding ina drain tunnel for 


several hours. He -was not a Ford 
employee and apparently went to the 
plant to see a girlfriend who worked 
there,. said company spokesman Bill 
Carroll. 

“He was confronted by security guards 
at the door and asked to leave,” Carroll 
said. “He then pulled out an assault rifle 


and started shooting. That resulted in . 


chaos and panic, and everyone ran.” 
About 200 day-shift workers were on 
their lunch break when the suspect, who 
was not immediately identified, walked 
into the cafeteria wearing camouflage 
fatigues. One employee said “he looked 
like Rambo,” and others were struck by 


his calm as he silently reloaded the assault weapon. 

“He was tall, slim, AK-47 in hand. He was loading up as 
said employee Roosevelt 
Manigo. “When he loaded up, I started running.” 

The gunman fired round after round as he moved through 
the 4.2-million-square-foot facility that makes luxury 
Continental and Town Car models. About half of the plant’s 
3,200 workers were on duty when the shots rang out.

Safe buildings could get insurance discounts 


SANDY — Every city and county in Utah soon will be graded on how well it 
enforces building codes. 

Homeowners and businesses would get insurance discounts in areas where 
. building-code enforcement is strict.. If the review triggers tougher enforcement 
elsewhere, massive damage could be prevented during natural disasters, propo- 
nents say. 

“This insurance rating will have a bigger economic impact on Utah than the 
Winter Olympics,” said Roger Evans, director of building services for Salt 
Lake City. 

Savings could reach into the billions of dollars during coming decades, said 
Chuck Pisano of the nonprofit Insurance Services Office Inc. 

Fifty building officials from cities and counties met at Sandy City Hall 
Wednesday to hear Pisano tell how his group will grade Utah building depart- 
ments during a two-year effort. 

Since 1916, the Insurance Services Office has regularly graded 44,000 local 
fire departments nationwide. Where a fire department has a good rating, prop- 
erty-insurance premiums for dwellings and businesses are reduced. The grad- 
ing is tough. Only 24 of the 44,000 departments received a top grade of one on 
a scale of one to 10. 


LDS spokesman arrested in sex abuse case 


“SALT LAKE CITY — A spokesman for The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints has been arrested for investigation into allegations of forcible 
sodomy. 

Lloyd Gerald Pond, 51, the host of the LDS Church’s nationally syndicated 
radio program, “Times and Seasons,” and director of the church’s radio news 
services, was booked into the Salt Lake County Jail last Friday after a 14-year- 
old girl complained he had molested her. 

Pond has since made bail. No criminal charges have been filed. Police said 
they will meet with prosecutors today. 

Telephone calls to the church’s communications office and the home of Don 
LeFevre, another church spokesman, were not immediately returned Thursday 
evening. 


Novell to let rivals use its directory service 


OREM — Novell Inc. has announced it will allow competing software devel- 
opers to use Novell Directory Services (NDS), a product that makes it easier 
for computer users on networks to find other-users and resources. 

Tom Arthur, vice president and general manager of Novell’s Internet 
Infrastructure Division, said the action is intended to establish the product as 
the standard way of finding information on a computer network, whether that 
information resides in a local-area network, corporate intranet or on the 
Internet. 

Michael Simpson, Internet Infrastructure Division director of marketing, 
compared today’s network-computing industry to. the telephone industry of the 
1930s, when one telephone company’s customers could not call a competitor’s 
clients. 

Just as early regulation of the telephone industry sought to break down those 
barriers, widespread use of NDS would allow computer users to find and com- 
municate with others anywhere in the world regardless of what type of comput- 
er-operating system they are using, Simpson said. 


Confident disabled woman leads everyday life 


MANTECA, Calif. — It seems like such a basic concept to most people. But 
for Myrtle Chyles, living in an apartment out in the world is a tremendous vic- 
tory. 

Chyles has learning disabilities that make everyday life a struggle. 

“TI thought I would be in a board-and-care home all of my life,” she said. 

Chyles, 44, was among the first group of students to benefit from the 
Manteca Community Action Program for the Disabled when it began in 1976 
and is celebrating its 20th anniversary this fall. 

The nonprofit organization was formed in 1976 when a group of parents 
worked with the Manteca Kiwanis to create a social atmosphere for their devel- 
opmentally disabled children. 

The program helped Chyles develop her learning skills, get jobs and maintain 
an apartment instead of living in group-care facilities. 

“They started me out with math, reading and told me I could learn,” Chyles 

. said. “They taught me everything I needed to know to be out on my own.” 

Most of all, they built her confidence.

Cardinal dies, 


leaving legacy 
of tolerance

CHICAGO — Less then three 
months ago, Cardinal Joseph 
Bernardin gallantly faced a roomful 
of reporters to tell the world that his 
pancreatic cancer had spread and 
would kill him within a year. 

He faced the ordeal humbly, head- 
on, in the style that defined the man in 
life and his very public death. 

Bernardin, 68, the senior Roman 


Catholic prelate in the United States — 


and leader of Chicago’s 2.3 million 
Catholics, died Thursday at his home, 
surrounded by friends and family. His 
only sister was at his side. 


Pope John Paul II mourned the loss — 


of a great church leader and cited the 
cardinal’s “dignity and hope/in the 
face of the mystery of suffering and 
death.” 

In more than 14 years as archbishop 
of Chicago — often described as the 
most visible Catholic post in the 
United States — the son of Italian 
immigrants built a reputation as a 
soft-spoken but skillful mediator who 
worked to bridge the gap between fac- 
tions within and outside his faith. 


He helped steer the U.S. church 


toward an anti-nuclear stance and in 
1987 struck a delicate balance as 
chief drafter of a document in which 
U.S. bishops said they would tolerate 
educational programs on how to use 
condoms to prevent AIDS. 

On Aug. 30, he had announced the 
cancer had spread and was inopera- 
ble. Bernardin gave up his day-to-day 
duties two weeks ago. Up until then, 
he never avoided the most prying 
questions about his failing health. 

Just days before his death, he wrote 


to the U.S. Supreme Court, urging it 


not to allow doctor-assisted suicide. 
In September, Bernardin also went to 
the cell of a death-row inmate who 
asked to pray with him before being 
executed. The cardinal said at the 
time: “He knows he’s going to die 
tonight, and I know that I am going to 
die in the near future.” 

“He was an excellent example of 
how Christians are supposed to live 
and an excellent example of how we 


should all hope to die,” said Mike __ 
Polyak, 48, who attended a morning _ 


Mass honoring Bernardin. 

His openness about his failing 
health also won praise from religious 
leaders and brought him to the White 
House, where President Clinton hon- 
ored him with the Presidential Medal 
of Freedom. 

Bernardin rarely raised his voice in 
public or dropped the humble 
demeanor that became familiar to 
Catholics in the Chicago archdiocese 


after he took over in 1982, when he | 


introduced himself as “Joseph, your 
brother.” 


In 1993, Bernardin showed grace in 


handling the personal crisis he called 
“the greatest period of agony and 
growth in my life’ — an accusation 
that he had molested a teen-ager. The 
cardinal denied he had ever had sex, 
and the young man later recanted and 
reconciled with Bernardin before 
dying of AIDS in 1995. 

Ironically, Bernardin had established 
a system for dealing with sexual accu- 
sations against priests that was a 
model for other dioceses. 

His last major undertaking was the. 
Catholic Common Ground Project 
announced earlier this year, an effort 


to open dialogue with Catholics who — 


dissent from church teachings on 
issues such as birth control, celibacy 
of priests and ordination of women. 
Some conservative Catholics criti- 
cized the project, but others applaud- 
ed his tolerance. 

“The world has lost a prince,” said 
Rabbi A. James Rudin of the New 
York-based American Jewish 
Committee. “Throughout his remark- 
able career, Cardinal Bernardin taught 
us how to live our lives in faith and 
integrity.”

They. Might Be Giants (TMBG) 
guides anxious fans on a tour of their 
“Factory Showroom” tonight at the 
Horticultural’ Center at the Salt Lake 
City Fairpark. “Factory Showroom,” 
the band’s eighth album in ten years is 

“a roller coaster ride of music,” said 
John Flansburgh, TMBG’s vocalist 
and guitarist. 

The album is also their second full- 
band. effort. Flansburgh said that up 
until their 1994 release, “John Henry,” 
he and John Linnell (vocals, key- 
boards and horns) were working with 
drum machines. TMBG will be play- 
ing with a full band at the show 


- tonight as well. 


“We can really rage with a rhythm 
section now,” Flansburgh said. 

TMBG nonpareil sound, however, is 
not as distinguishing as their lyrics 
and song themes which deviate far 
from the love song norm. 

For example, track eight on 
“Factory Showroom” is called “XTC 
vs. Adam Ant.” The band was inspired 
for this song when they worked on the 
XTC tribute album last year, as well 
as XTC’s contemporary, Adam Ant’s 
comeback on the charts with his sin- 
gle “Wonderful.” 

Flansburgh said that TMBG created 
a fake rivalry between the two ‘80s 
pop legends for a place in rock histo- 
ry. Flansburgh said that the song also 
deals with larger issues in rock, such 
as the crazy personas musicians take 


on to fascinate their fans. 


“In a way Adam Ant is not different — 


from David Lee Roth, Boy George or 
Little Richard. ... There is a long lega- 
cy of outrageous characters that just 
come jumping through hoops of fire 
to excite the audience,’ Flansburgh 
said. “It’s definitely a part of rock. I 
think rock gets a lot of excitement 
from it’s wild characters.” 

However, TMBG, unlike many other 
bands who have lasted a decade or 
more, has yet to tire of the classic 
tunes that their fans love, thus the 
show tonight will not exclude classic 
cuts from their set. 

“T feel really lucky there is no song 
in our repertoire that I feel alienated 
from. It seems like a lot of people 
have trouble with songs that got them 
early success. It’s a really strange 
unpleasant performer versus audience 
moment when you realize somebody 
isn’t going to play their hit, because 
they feel like it doesn’t represent them 
anymore. I feel lucky we don’t have 


that problem,” Flansburgh said. 


Flansburgh said that the older songs 
often evoke much more emotion from 
the crowd. 

“Because they get such a strong 
reaction from the audience, there is 
something kind of exciting about 
pulling out the old chestnut. Even 
though we might have played it a mil- 
lion times, the energy comes from the 
audience. ... It makes it seem rather 
fresh as well,” Flansburgh said.

Ballet West features modern works

If the word “ballet” conjures up an 
image a little too prim, too traditional 
and all around high-brow for your 
taste, you need to.see Ballet West’s 
Fall Repertory Program. 

The program includes Val 
Caniparoli’s world premiere of 
“Prawn Watching,” George 
Balanchine’s classic “Divertimento 
No. 15” and the contemporary 
“Bonjour Brel” by Eddy Toussaint. 
The triple bill will run through 
Saturday at the Capitol Theater. 

This program is an excellent choice 
for newcomers of ballet. It includes 
enough of the technical and classical 
to get a taste of the ballet tradition, 
but is sandwiched with two lively 
contemporary works with exciting 
music and personality that is easily 
enjoyed. 

In this feast of dance styles, the 
charming “Bonjour Brel,” is the 
dessert. This duet incorporates ballet, 
modern and even jazz to play out 
love’s anguish, playfulness, and final+ 
ly, affection. Choreographer Eddy 
Toussaint sets the humorous and sen- 
sitive piece to the music of French 
poet and singer, Jacques Brel. Think 
Harry Connick Jr. in French — the 
effect is quite romantic. 

“I have taken the poetic lyrics of 
five of Brel’s intense songs and trans- 
posed them into movement,” said 


Toussaint. Even the costuming is 
relaxed, blending leotards and street 
clothes; and the park bench and city 
lights backdrop completes the Rive- 
‘Gauche-at-night atmosphere. 

Jeffrey Rogers plays the noncom- 
mittal male in the duet. The level of 
personality that he brings into the 
movement is hard to come by in 
dancers, who are not typically trained 
to act. His comic. element and sensi- 
tivity combined with technical skill 


- bring Brel’s poetry to life. 


Resident choreographer Val 
Caniparoli’s “Prawn-watching” 
replace toe shoes and tutus with short 
skirts and white collared shirts that 
give a ‘50s feel. The stiff torso and 
precise movement of ballet is 
replaced by curved shapes and free- 
dom of movement one would expect 
to see at Ririe-Woodbury. 

Modern dance given the poise of a 
ballerina hold the appeal for this 
piece, even if the small lapses in syn- 
chronization gave away their inexperi- 
ence with this style. 

Balanchine’s “Divertimento No. 15” 
is a return to the classical brilliance 
one comes to expect from Ballet 
West. William Brewer’s beautiful 
classical tutus in pastels soften this 
lyrical ballet. 

Accompanying is the Utah Chamber 
Orchestra conducted by Terence Kern. 
Evening performances tonight and 
Saturday begin at 7:30 p.m., and a 
matinee on Saturday begins at 2 p.m.

Y makes pit stop in Hawai

The BYU football team (10-1, 6- 
0 WAC) will try to stay focused as 
it travels to Honolulu to face the 
University of Hawai’i Rainbow 
Warriors (2-8, 1-6 WAC) in Aloha 

’ Stadium at 10 p.m. MST Saturday. 
BYU’s biggest obstacle in this 
game may be its ability to focus on 
‘-a struggling Hawai’i team that is 
‘ Jearning a new offense from a new 
‘coach, and not think ahead to next 
‘.week’s battle at Utah. 
* “Tt is always a big game when we 
‘play over there,” BYU head coach 
‘“LaVell Edwards said of his team’s 
trip to Hawai’i.. “We must remain 
. focused on this game if we want to 
keep things going and avoid a let- 
down.” 
. Edwards knows all too well what 
can happen in Aloha Stadium when 
BYU is not prepared to play. 
“Historically we have had a very 
tough time in Hawai’i,” he said. 

BYU owns a 9-7 advantage in 
games played in Aloha Stadium, 
but has only won once in its last 
four trips to the islands. 

The last three victories for 
Hawai’i were 56-14 in 1989, 36-32 
in 1992 and the infamous 59-28 
blowout win in 1990 the day Ty 
Detmer was awarded the Heisman 
Trophy. Even when the Cougars 
have been victorious in Hawai’i, 
many of the games have been 
close. 10-3 in 1986, 16-14 in 1987, 
4-23 in 1988 and 13-12 in 1994. 

Of course, BYU’s most important 
win on the islands, an 18-13 victo- 
ry in 1984 that catapulted the 
Cougars to the national title, was 
preserved when BYU safety Kyle 
Morrell dove over the offensive 
line on fourth down to stop Hawaii 
on the 2-yard line. 

In an effort to stay focused on 
beating Hawai’i, the Cougar play- 
ers are preparing for a closely con- 
tested game. “We are expecting a 


physical, hard-hitting game,” junior 
defensive back Chris Ellison said. 
“They play hard and are going to 
come after us.” 


Junior running back Brian 
McKenzie said the team has helped 
each other stay focused. “We are 
preparing for this game like it is a 
championship game,” he said. “We 
(team) help each other remain 
focused and unified. Unity makes 
winners, winners.” 

McKenzie and Ellison added that a 
loss here would take away from the 
magical season the Cougars are hav- 
ing. “If we lost, it would make the 
Utah game and our season less 
meaningful,’ McKenzie said. 

“We want to win and go undefeat- 
ed in the WAC,” Ellison said. ““We 
don’t want to lose and end up in a tie 
for the (division) championship with 
Utah. We want it all to ourselves.” 

To keep their momentum going, 
the Cougars will have to contend 
with the Rainbows’ new offense.

The west coast offense was brought 
to Hawai’i by first- year head coach 
Fred vonAppen and new offensive 
coordinator Guy Benjamin. These 


two learned the system while coach- 
ing together at Stanford and with the 
San Francisco 49ers. 

While the offense can be danger- 
ous and high-scoring, Hawai’i has 
struggled with it in its initial cam- 
paign. The.Rainbow Warriors rank 
15th in the WAC in total offense 
(274.5 ypg) and last is scoring (13.7 
ppg). ; 

On defense, Hawai’i will counter 
BYU’s high-powered offense — 
averaging 41.9 points and 494.2 
yards of total offense per game — 
with a respectable defense.

It was the closest vote since 
1960, when Roger Maris beat

of the Boston Red-Sox 202-201. 

Albert Belle of the Cleveland 
Indians finished third with two 
first-place votes and 228 points, 
followed by Ken Griffey Jr. of 
the Mariners with four first- 
place votes and 188 points. 

Mo Vaughn of the Red Sox, 
who won the award last year, 
was fifth with 184 points. Texas 
catcher Ivan Rodriguez received 
the other first-place vote but 
was on only 13 ballots overall, 
finishing 10th with 52 points. 

Gonzalez, 27,-was second in 
the AL in RBIs and fifth in 
home runs despite missing 28 
games. He was on the disabled 
list from May 9-June 21 with a 
torn left quadriceps muscle. 

By winning the award, 
Gonzalez gets a $250,000 bonus 
added to a $6.7 million salary. 
Belle’s contract called for a 
$25,000 bonus if he placed sec- 
ond through fifth in the voting.

J udy loses appeal for freedom

Judy, who in 1993 threatened former 
LDS Church leader Howard W. 
Hunter with a fake bomb, lost his lat- 
est bid for freedom. } 

U.S. District Judge Dee Benson 
upheld a ruling by federal Magistrate 
Ronald Boyce and dismissed a habeas 
corpus suit Judy filed a year ago. 
Benson said Judy did not follow the 
proper procedure in pursuing his 
complaint. 

Judy, 29, filed the suit in November 
of 1995, contending he was being 
illegally held in the Utah State Prison 
because of trial court error. 

He is serving a one-to-15-year sen- 
tence for threatening Hunter — who 
later was ordained as the president of 
The Church.of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints — during a Feb. 7, 1993, 
fireside at Brigham Young University. 

Witnesses said Judy jumpéd to the 
stage waving a briefcase and shouted 
that it contained a bomb. After pro- 
claiming himself the next leader of 
the LDS Church, he was physically 
restrained and taken into custody. 

Judy has since said his words were 
misinterpreted and contends what he 
really meant was he had a “B-O-M,” 


meaning a copy of the Book of 
Mormon. 


While being held for a mental eval-_ 


uation at the state hospital in Provo 
after the fireside incident, Judy 
briefly escaped but was later returned 
to custody. 

He pleaded guilty in June 1993 to 
charges of aggravated burglary, 
aggravated assault and escape from 
custody. 

Judy received a one-to-15-year sen- 
tence on the burglary charge, a sec- 
ond-degree felony and was fined for 
the other crimes. 

During the three-plus years he has 
spent in prison, Judy has waged a 
series of court battles to win his 
release, only to have two appeals 
rejected by the Utah Court of 
Appeals. 

In the habeas corpus suit, Judy 
argued he was unlawfully imprisoned 
because the trial court judge had 
upheld what the Box Elder man now 
contends was a “false guilty plea.” 

He also contends his prosecution 
violated his First Amendment rights 
to freedom of speech and religion, 
and argues that his trial counsel was 
ineffective. 

The Utah Attorney General’s Office 
had opposed Judy’s latest legal foray, 


Arrest of separatists 
Spawns ‘intense’ riots

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. — For 
two weeks, members of a black sep- 
aratist group called for the “execu- 
tion” of a white policeman for the 
fatal shooting of a black motorist, 
threatening to “burn this city down” 
unless the officer was charged and 
fired. 

The shooting itself had touched 
off rioting Oct. 24, so police took 
the threats seriously. They scoured 
the streets for days, clearing trash 
bins and alleys of six tons of rocks 
and bottles they believe the group 
stashed as ammunition to use 
against them. 

And on Wednesday, the day a 
grand jury cleared the officer, police 
prepared to arrest leaders of the 
group so they would spend the night 
in jail. 

But the strategy may have back- 
fired: The group leaders were 
arrested in front of their headquar- 
ters, in full view of already seething 
protesters. 

Within hours, two police officers 
were wounded by gunfire and seven 
other. people were injured 
Wednesday when people angrily 
took to the same streets where they 
rioted after Officer Jim Knight shot 


18-year-old TyRon Lewis through 
his windshield last month. 

On Thursday, Police Chief Darrel 
Stephens faced angry questions 
from city council members who 
wanted to know why the group was- 
n’t brought under-control before the 
looting, arson-and shooting broke 
out. : 
“T’m furious. I am sorry, but I am 
furious,” council member Connie 
Kane told Chief Darrel Stephens. 
“Why have we waited so long to 
say that law and order is going to 
prevail?” 

Stephens defended the police. 

“Our effort was not aimed at pro- 
voking violence,” he said. “Our 
effort was.aimed at doing whatever 
we could to prevent violence.” 

This time, the violence was less 
widespread, but more intense. 
Police responding to reports of trou- 
ble were met with bullets, rocks and 
bottles. Passers-by were attacked 
with concrete and bottles. Police 
used tear gas and barricades to 
break up the groups, only to have 
them re-form in new areas. 

Stephens blamed the violence 
largely on the small black separatist 
group, the National People’s 
Democratic: Uhuru Movement. 

“I don’t believe that this was a 
spontaneous event,” he said. 


Stolen Stradivarius from the 1930s 
subject of legal battle in the 1990s

HARTFORD, Conn. — Julian 
Altman wore a bulky overcoat the night 
of Feb. 28, 1936. He slipped it on over 
his white satin gypsy blouse and baggy 
black Cossack pants. Then he put some 
fine cigars in his pocket. 

He told a lie, went out into the cold, 
clear night air and, accompanied by the 
strains of great music like in an old 
movie, committed the perfect crime. 

Altman slipped into the Carnegie Hall 
dressing room of the Polish virtuoso 
Bronislaw Huberman and stole his 
Stradivarius as the violinist was per- 
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forming on stage with his other prized 
instrument. 

It is a crime that sounds today, to 
quote a Connecticut judge, “more dra- 
matic than the most contrived TV mys- 
tery show.” 

And it is a crime that lives on today in 
a ‘90s kind of way — in litigation 
before the Connecticut Supreme Court, 
where Altman’s daughter and widow 
are fighting for the $263,000 “finder’s 
fee” awarded when the violin was 
finally returned to its insurer. 


Altman told no one of the theft but _ 


played the violin for years in New York 
until 1985.

Steven Berry will teach about subjects 
from pre-conceptual planning to post- 
partum issues. Participants will also 
learn when to seek care, how to 
choose a doctor, nutritional needs and. 
how to deal with symptoms of preg-

Conference information will benefit 
any family that is planning to have a 
baby or already expecting, including 
the men. “Men need to be real sup- 
portive of what’s going on,” Marsh 
said. “It’s not just something that hap- 
pens to one person. It happens to a 
whole family.” 

Health issues including nutrition 
before and during pregnancy will be 
addressed. Lifestyle conditions are 
important considerations, Marsh said. 
There are things that lead to healthier 
outcomes such as consuming enough 
folic acid and screening for genetic 
risk. 

Folic acid can reduce the risk of 
neural-tube birth defects in a develop- 
ing fetus by over 50 percent. This 
important B-vitamin can be obtained 
as easily as drinking a glass of orange 
juice. 

Tips like this will be given through- 
out the day, Marsh said. “It should be 
a fun day and’a fun way of collecting 
information.” 

The Utah County Health 
Department’s Women, Children and 
Infants Division (WIC), Baby Your 
Baby and IHC will have information 
booths. Prizes will be given away to 
all participants, and a free breakfast 
will be provided. 


BOSTON — People suffering from 
long-term liver failure of the sort 
often seen in alcoholics and drug 
addicts will no longer be first in line 
for new organs. 

The shift, approved Thursday by the 
agency that sets nationwide transplant 
policy, is aimed at giving top priority 
to patients with the best chance of 
surviving the operation, rather than 
those who are the sickest. 

In recent years, some people have 
questioned whether patients who 
ruined their livers through drugs or 
drink deserve new organs — a debate 
that was renewed in recent years 
when Mickey Mantle and “Dallas” 
star Larry Hagman received trans- 
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Supporters of the new policy adopt- 
ed by the United Network for Organ 
Sharing said they weren’t passing 
moral judgment on alcoholics or 
intravenous drug users, who often get 
hepatitis from dirty needles. Rather, 


‘they said, the goal is to make the most 


out of a limited number of donated 
livers. 

“The criteria that you always give 
the liver to the sickest person was 
always a suspect criteria,” said 
George Annas, professor of health law 
at the Boston University School of 
Public Health. “The real criteria is 
you give the liver to the person who 
can benefit the most from it.” 

Some warned. that the change will 
mean alcoholics and other long-term 


for a new liver, and more of them will 
die waiting. 

“There’s only so much room in the 
lifeboats, and a bunch of people are 
going to drown,” said Carol Beasley, 
managing director of the Boston- 
based Partnership for Organ 
Donation. “Whatever the allocation, 
somebody loses.”
